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Muslim League refutes Phalangists 
Khomeini’s statement to establish 

legislative 

assembly 


RIYADH, July 16 (SPA)' — ' Ir anian 
leader Ayatollah Khomeini hag been 
strongly denounced by the World Muslim 
League for saying that the Mahdi, or mes- 
siah, will appear and accomplish what the 
Prophets failed to achieve. 

The Muslim League made its statement 
Wednesday after studying an article in the 
June 30 issue of the Kuwaiti daily AlRay al 
Ant which ran under the headline: ** Kho- 
meini says the expected Mahdi will appear 
and accomplish what the Prophets had 
failed to do.” 

Khomeini is reported to have said, “ All 
Prophets came to lay the foundation of jus- 
tice in the world, but they foiled. Even 
Muha mm ad, the last of the Prophets, who 
- came to reform mankind and implement 
justice, did not succeed during his lifetime. 
The man who will succeed in this and lay the 
foundation of justice in the whole world and 
rectify deviation is the expected imam 
Mahdi-” The remarks were part of a speech 
made by Khomeini over Radio Tehran on 
June 28. 

The World Muslim League responded to 
Khomeini's address as follows: “Since the 


statement, which is attributed to Khomeini, 
is in clear flagrant violation of the Islamic 
faith and the principles of our religion, the 
World Muslim League strongly denounces 
the statements for its open contradiction of 
Islam, the injunctions of the Holy Koran, 
the traditions of the Prophet, and the 
unanimous opinion of Muslim scholars. 

“ Forth ermore. Tehrzfn has not issued any 
denial of these statements even though they 
contradict the teachings of the holy Koran 
and the Prophetic Traditions. 

“These statements further negate the 
unanimous belief of the Islamic nation that 
the Prophet Muhammad, peace be upoa 
him, is the last of the Prophets and God’s 
Messenger, and is the greatest reformer of 
all mankind. He was sent with the most 
perfect of God’s messages, as God has said: 
“Today, I have completed for you your 
religion, and I have made complete my bles- 
sings on you and approved Islam as your 
religion. 

“Almighty God addressed the Prophet 
Muhammad thus: T have not sent thee 
except as a blessing for the whole universe. 1 


Begin denounces Egypt 
for failed self-rule talks 


TEL AVIV, Israel, July 16 (Agencies) 
— Prime Minister Menahem Begin, in his 
sharpest cri deisms yet of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, accused Egypt of responsibility 
for the faltering of Palestinian autonomy 
talks. 

“I could say that while 95 per cent of the 
Egyptian people want peace, the Egyptian 
government does not. However, there is no 
need to say this,” Begin said in a statement 
responding to Sadat’s critical interview pub- 
lished in the Readers Digest. ' ' 

Increase trade 
with S. America, 
minister urges 

TATF, July 16 (SPA) •— Saudi Arabian 
businessmen should increase trade with 
South America, according to Commerce 
Minister Dr. So liman Solaim, who recently 
returned from a tour of Brazil and Argentina. 

I. or? I businesses can use both countries to 
diversify their imports. Dr. Solaim said, and 
he urged the private sector to strengthen its 
ties with those nations. Manufactured goods 
and food products were singled out by the 
minister as potential imports. - 

During his meetings with senior govern- 
ment and pivate sector officials in South 
America, be was accompanied by prominent 
Saudi Arabian businessmen who had been 
invited to attend the meetings. Dr. Solaim 
and his party also visited farms, factories, and 
livestock breeding projects. 
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While maintaining his tone of personal 
friendship for the Egyptian president. Begin 
accused Egypt of abandoning agreements 
reached in the Camp David accords, and 
placed the blame squarely on Sadat. 

“The difference between Israel and Egypt 
is that Sadat can give any instruction he 
pleases, while the Israeli prime minister has 
no such power,” he said in reply to Sadat’s 
comment that an agreement on autonomy 
could be achieved if Begin issued new instruc- 
tions to the Israeli negotiators. 

“Sadat expects me to renounce my faith 
that the land of Israel is the land of my fore- 
fathers.' With all due respect, friendship, and 
calm, I must say — this is an idle hope,” Begin 
said. 

The autonomy talks, aimed at setting up 
self-rule for 1.2 million Palestinians of the 
West Bank and Gaza, were only one of the 
subjects touched upon by Sadat in his inter- 
view, which also dealt with topics like de- 
putes -over the Nile waters and Soviet 
involvement in the Persian Gulf. 

Sadat was quoted by Readers Digest as say- 
ing an agreement on autonomy could be 
reached if Israel would change its position. 
Begin noted that “an agreement could be 
reached within days, even hours, if Sadat 
would stand by the Camp David accords.” He 
said Egyptian positions on Jerusalem, on the 
nature of autonomy, and on Israeli security 
all rim counter to the accords, which outline 
the framework for the autonomy negotia- 
tions. 

Begin charged that Sadat was trying to 
“drive a wedge between the Israeli people 
and their duly elected government.” 

Gold rises to $625 

LONDON, July 16 (AFP) — Gold rallied 
to $625 an ounce here Wednesday after dip- 
ping to $604 at one point Tuesday night's 
close was $620.50. 

Before recovering, the metal plunged $65 
«rin ffp, trading began on Monday, due to the 
possibility of the U.S. authorities resuming 
bullion sales. 

Meanwhile, U.S. dollar was mixed, but 
showing a firmer trend on European money 
markets Wednesday. Currency dealers said 
that trading was slow. “There’s hardly any 
market — everyone’s waiting for a change in 
the weather," one Amsterdam dealer com- 
mented with a smile. 

But gold trading was busy, with London 
dealers quoting $619 to $622 a troy ounce, 
and Zurich dealers $6 16 to $620. The regular 
morning meeting of top London dealers later 
“fixed” the morning price at $624.50 an 
ounce. Those figures were little changed from 
Tuesday’s closing figure in London, and the 
$618.50 dose in Zurich. However, they were 
sharply down from levels of the last two 
weeks, which saw a July 3 high of $684.50 in 

london. . „ , .

BEIRUT, July 16 (R) — Lebanon’s 
Phalangist party Wednesday announced 
plans for the creation of a legislative assembly 
and the setting up of a new administrative 
structure for much of the country's Christian 
sectors. 

The plans, published in the party’s Al - 
Amal newspaper Wednesday, were a fresh 
indication that the Christian zones were tak- 
ing on the trappings of self-government. The 
Phalangist party militia last week seized 
almost total control of these sectors in a well 
planned military strike that crippled the rival 
militia of the right-wing National Liberal 
Party (NLP). 

Al -Amal said there were now plans for a 
unified political leadership of the rightist par- 
ties in the Christian sectors grouped under 
the title of the Lebanese Front. The leader of 
one of the parties would be elected overall 
chief for a five-year term. The new legislative 
body would include members of the front as 
well as representatives of social, economic, 
educational, cultural and religious groups 
sympathizing with the front’s aims. 

Al -Amal said the new assembly would be 
known as the “National Council for Leban- 
ese Resistance.” It did not say how many 
members it would have, but stated it would 
deal with military, social and administrative 
matters. 

A rightist spokesman had previously 
announced plaits for a unified right-wing 
mili tia that would include fighters from the 
NLP. It would have a potential strength erf 
4,000 men. There would also be a separate 
police force. 

Lebanese Premier Salim Hoss has accused 
the Phalangists of usurping the powers of the 
central government. But the Phalangists have 
denied that they are planning to set a separate 
Christian state in the sectors they control in 
east Beirut and to the north pf the capital . 

Aden soothes 
Arab worries 
on Soviet ties 

KUWAIT, July 16 (R) — South Yemen 
Foreign Minister Salem Saleh Muhammad 
was quoted here Wednesday as saying that 
his country' s ties with the Sovet Union should 
not worry the countries of the Arabian Penin- 
sula. 

The region’s pro-western, conservative 
rulers had reacted adversely when South 
Yemen signed a friendship treaty with Mos- 
cow last November. 

But Salem, in an apparent attempt to allay 
Arab fears, told the Kuwaiti newspaper Al - 
Siyassa that the pact was the product of the 
existing level of bilateral relations between 
Aden and Moscow. 

“It should not affect a third party nor 
should it cause anyone any concern,” he 
added in the newspaper interview. 

He said his country desired bilateral rela- 
tions with the states in the region based on 
equality, mutual respect for national 
sovereignty and non-interference in each 
other's internal affairs. ■ 

Salam spent a day in Kuwait this week after 
visiting Qatar and Bahrain to prepare for the 
forthcoming tour of the two Gulf states by 
South Yemen's President Ali Nasser 
Muhammad.

U.S. studies 
unreconciled 
over N blast

WASHINGTON. July 16 — Two U.S. 
government studies of the mysterious flash 
detected off the South African coast by an 
American satellite last autumn have reached 
opposite conclusions about whether the Cash 
was a nuclear explosion. 

In a report released Tuesday, a panel of 
scientists appointed by the White House con- 
cluded there was no atomic blast. Instead, the 
report says, a tiny meteor probably struck the 
Vela Intelligence Satellite and caused it to 
register a burst of light « 

But the Defense Intelligence Agency 
(DIA) — the military counterpan to the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (CIA) — has repor- 
tedly completed a study that concludes the 
satellite did detect a covert nuclear test off 
the South African coast. 

The DIA report, which has not been made 
public, says the blast was relatively small — 
between one and three kilotons — according 
to sources. 

Last autumn Arab News -AsharqAl -Avsat 
reported that the flash detected by the satel- 
lite was a low-yield explosion of a tactical, or 
battlefield, nuclear weapon conducted by 
Israel with the help of the South African gov- 
ernment. The DIA report does not draw any 
conclusions as to which country may have 
conducted the coven atomic test. 

The White House panel of scientific 
experts was reported to have unanimously 
ruled out the possibility of a nuclear explo- 
sion, because there was no seismic or acoustic 
evidence to confirm that a test had indeed 
taken place.

The restrictions on Arabs were imposed 
two weeks ago as part of Syria’s efforts to 
curb the flow of assistance to an underground 
resistance group which is engaged in a war of 
stabotage against President Hafez Assad’s 
regime 



Expelling Israel 
from U.N. 



UNITED NATIONS, July 16 (Agencies) 
— An Arab League spokesman said the Arab 
countries might call for Israel expulsion 
from the U.N. General Assembly if Israel 
flouted a resolution the assembly is expected 
to pass soon demanding that it give up all 
occupied Arab territories and make room for 
a Palestinian state. 

“That’s one of the options." said Clovis 
Maksoud, the league’s U.N. observer, when 
asked Tuesday night whether expulsion was a 
weapon the Arabs might use to press Israel to 
comply with the proposal resolution. Mak- 
soud stated the Arab position at a news con- 
ference here a week before the start of an 
emergency session of the assembly on Pales- 
tine called by the U.N. Palestinian Rights 
Committee. 

A large Third World and Communist 
majority had voted to expel South Africa 
from the assembly for its racial and colonial 
policies. The supposition is the Arabs could 
get a similar majority to expel Israel for its 
occupation policies. 

Maksoud said a large number of foreign 
ministers and Arab League Secretary- 
General Chedli Klibi. " will be participating 
personaly in this very important landmark 
session.” Maksoud said he expected the 
resolution would be before the assembly 
when the session began next Tuesday. 

A meeting of foreign ministers of non- 
aligned states is expected to be held shortly 
before the session begins. Maksoud said 
proposals for an assembly resolution were 
already being canvassed, including a call for 
the establishment by Secretary- General Kurt 
Waldheim of a U.N. “force,' mechanism or 


machinery” to supervise the withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from Arab lands by Nov. 15. 
Asked where this U.N. presence’ would be 
located, as evidently the Israelis would not 
permit it in territory they control, Maksoud 
said the Israelis should not have the last word. 

Maksoud said there had been speculation 
that the Arabs might defer their assembly 
initiative until after the presidential elections 
in the United Slates. They could not allow 
this circumstance to influence their decision, 
he said. The presidential candidates. Presi- 
dent Carter Gov. Ronald Reagan and Con- 
gressman John Anderson, were outdoing 
themselves in support of Israel's “extreme 
policy,” he said. 

He singled out Anderson for special critic- 
ism. The Republican congressman, who is 
running as an independent, recently com- 
pleted a visit to Israel, during which he expre- 
ssed support for that country’s claim to a 
united Jerusalem as its national capital. The 
U.N. has repeatedly rejected this claim. 

“1 think the U.S. has derided it isstuck with 
the Camp David agreements," Maksoud said 
of the accords reached between Israel and 
Egypt with Carter’s help. These were 
regarded in the U.S. as an achievement, when 
they were 3n obvious failure, he said. 

The United States has remained the only 
member state formally objecting to the spe- 
cial session of the assembly on Palestine, but 
France questioned the procedure being used 
to convene it. Proponents of the session 
invoked the “uniting for peace" procedure 
designed to get around the great powers' 
right of veto in the Security Council and con- 
fer peace-keeping functions on the assembly. 


OIC chief briefs Giscard 


PARIS, July 1 6 (Agencies) — The Secret- 
ary General of the Organization of Islamic 
Conference Habib Charti has briefed French 
President Valery Giscard cfEstaing on last 
week’s Islamic foreign ministers' conference, 
the Jerusalem situation and Afghanistan. 

Chatti arrived in Paris from Amman. Jor- 
dan, where he attended a special session of 
the Islamic foreign ministers July 1 1-I2. The 
session was called by the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) to discuss stepped-up 
Israeli activities in Jerusalem and the 
occupied West Bank. 

Chatti told reporters before leaving 
Amman that be wanted to keep in close touch 
with the French president because of 
France's leading role in the European 
Economic Community and the importance of 
the EEC to the Palestinian cause. The Arab 
bloc has long considered European support 
valuable to an eventual Middle East settle- 
ment, as shown by King KhaiecTs mid-June 
visit to EEC member West Germany. 

The Amman conference expressed its 
desire to involve the European community in 


a Palestinian settlement by asking European 
countries to suspend bilateral and collective 
economic agreements with Israel. Delegates 
from the Arab world hope to force Israel to 
withdraw from occupied Arab lands by 
reducing Israel trade wim Europe and 
America. 

But Chatti pointed to the reasoned 
approach of the Amman conference, saying it 
was successful because it avoided emotional 
actions. He said the resolutions passed in 
Amman call for close adherence to legal pro- 
cedures before any drastic measures are 
taken. 

Chatti outlined the careful procedures that 
will be followed in putting pressure on Israel, 
which will begin by drawing up a list of indi- 
viduals, institutions and corporations that 
support Israeli aggression. The list will also 
include countries that support Israel. Once 
the list is drawn up by Organization of the 
Islamic Conference (OIC) secretariat, the 
OIC will send warning letters to those named. 
If the letters are not heeded, the Islamic fore- 
ign ministers will decide on possible sanctions 
to be applied. 


Sarkis accepts Hoss’ resignation 


BEIRUT, July 16 (R) — Lebanese Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis accepted the resignation of 
the government of Prime Minister Salim 
Hoss Wednesday. Minister of Justice and 
Information Youssef Jubran announced the 


decision after a cabinet meeting. 

Dr. Hoss had tendered his government’s 
resignation on June 7 but President Sarkis 
deferred a decision on it at .the time. 


BEIRUT, July 16 (R) — A pro- Iraqi 
Palestinian commando organization has 
claimed responsibility for an assassination 
attempt on Israeli Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 

A statement by the Arab Liberation Font 
(ALF) said its fighters dashed with Sharon's 
guards and reinforcement at his Gaza farm in 
an unequal battle before being arrested. 

Israeli military sources in Tel Aviv 
reported earlier Tuesday that security men 
had thwarted an assassination plot against 
Sharon, the Israeli cabinet's most vocierous 
champion of Jewish settlement on occupied 
Arab land, and that four Palestinian com- 
mandos had been arrested. 

The ALF statement quoted a front 
spokesman as saying that the commandos 
attacked the Israeli minister while he was 
with his family at his private farm in the 
Israeli-occupied strip. 

The commandos dashed with Sharon's 
guard and almost carried out their mission 
before the arrival of Israeli reinforcements 
which sealed off the area and engaged the 
commandos in an unequal battle, he said. The 
commandos were arrested when they ran our 
of ammunition, the spokesman added. 

“Zionist Minister Ariel Sharon is known 
for his strong hostility to the Palestinian peo- 
ple and their legal and inalienable rights to 
their land and homeland." he said. 

"From his current post as agriculture 
minister this staunch Zionist plays a major 
role in Israel's current schemes to Judaize 
occupied Arab lands in the West Bank and 
Gaza,” according to the communique.

Libya seeks to uncover

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NICOSIA, July 16 (Agencies) — A senior 
Libyan leader, asked aborn a Libyan loan to 
President Cartel's brother, Billy, said his 
government was trying to convince Ameri- 
cans that U.S. policy in the Middle East was 
wrong. But Libyan Foreign Secretary Ali 
Abdel- S ala m Tureiki declined to comment 
directly on the $220,000 loan at a press con- 
ference in Nicosia,” at the end of a three-day 
visit to Cyprus.

Turkish MP shot dead 


■ ISTANBUL, July 16 (R) — A Turkish 
member parliament from the main opposi- 
tion Republican Peoples Party (RPP) was 
shot dead here, the first deputy killed in Tur- 
key’ s epidemic of political violence, police 
said. They said Abdurrahman Koksaloglu 
was shot by unknown gunmen Tuesday as he 
left his office in the Sisli district. 

An average of 10 people have died every 
day this year in political violence in Turkey. 

Many local or provincial chairmen of the 
RPP, the ruling Justice Party and the far-right 
Nationalist Movement Party (NMP) have 
been killed in the violence but Koksaloglu 
was the first member of Parliament to die. 
Before Tuesday, the highest-ranking politi- 
cian killed was Gun Sazak, deputy chairman 
of the NMP, in Ankara in May. 

Sazak* s murder, by unknown gunmen out- 
side his home, prompted an escalation in the 


daily political killings throughout Turkey. 
. More than 30 people died in one town. 
Corum, after rightists went to the rampage to 
protest against the killing of Sazak. 

Former prime minister Bulent Ecevit, said 
Tuesday night the killing was “ a direct attack 
on parliamentary democracy in Turkey.” 
“The black reality in Turkey has been 
revealed,” Ecevit said. “The attitude of this 
government is adding to the provocation of 
the terrorists.” 

Istanbul police said one of the gunmen who 
shot Koksaloglu was wearing a white jacket. 
He shot the deputy as he left tyre-dealer's 
shop which he owns near the famed Sisli 
mosque. Koksaloglu stumbled but tried to 
escape. His attackers chased him until he fell. 

Police said many people witnessed the kil- 
ling but most were refusing to give details for 
fear of reprisal.

VALETTA Malta (AP) — The Libyan

“My only crime, I 
think,” Billy Carter said in Georgia, is to 
show friendship to a country that is not nor- 
mally shown friendship in the United States, 
and I have not backed down.” 


Israeli-backed

BEIRUT, July 16 (AP) — Artillery duels 
between Israeli-backed Christian forces and 
Palestinian commandos in southern Lebanon 
Tuesday left four dead and seven wounded in 
the town of Nabariyeh, officials said. The 
shelling lasted for nearly four hours and 
affected more than a dozen towns and vil- 
lages near the border between Israel and 
Lebanon. Lebanese officials in Sidon said. 

Beirut Radio said that Christian militia 
forces led by renegade army Maj. Saad Had- 
dad shelled Nabariyeh, Hasbaya. A1 Doueir, 
;<far Roman, Beaufort Castle and Al' Bass 
near Tyre. 

Israeli reports said Palestinian gunners 
from their stronghold in Beafort Castle 
directed artillery fire at the Christian 
enclaves of Klieya and Marjayoun. No casu- 
alty figures were given.

icemen were shot, and police cordoned off an 
eight square kilometer area of northwestern 
Miami Tuesday night as bands of rock-and 
bottle-throwing youths roamed the streets of 
the neighborhood where race riots broke out 
two months ago. 

The violence was touched off Tuesday 
afternoon when Dade County police attemp- 
ted to arrest two robbery suspects at a hous- 
ing project in Liberty Gty.

Four more officers were injured Tuesdav 
night. One was shot in the shoulder by a 
snipper, and three other policemen suffered 
superficial wounds as they patrolled the neigh- 


borhood. 

May’s riots, which took the lives of 1 S peo- 
ple and caused upwards of $1 00 million dam- 
age, were sparked by the acquittal of four 
white ex-county officers charged in connec- 
tion with the beating to death of a black Miami 
businessman. All five officers injured Tues- 
day were white.

NEW DELHI, July 16 (AFP) — A war of 
secession appears to be shaping up in the 
strategic northeastern state of Assam as a 
large anti-immigrant group called for revolu- 
tion, the setting up of a secret society and 
IranrStyie trials for immigrants. 

Apparently aware of the call by the All- 
Assam Students' Union (AASU). Home 
Minister Zail Singh told parliament Tuesday 
that the government was capable of smashing 
“not one or two but hunderds" of .any 
attempt to endanger the country's integrity 
and sovereignty. In a 36-point “Guideline for 
Total Revolution in Assam," the AASU 
advocated the formation of a secret society to 
select non-Assamese politicians, civil serva- 


nts. traders and workers for” local trial" simi- 
lar to Islamic revolutionary trials in Iran. 

The AASU has been spearheading the 
10- month protest against Assam's millions of 
Begali and Nepalese immigrants that has 
claimed more than 500 lives and wreaked 
havoc with the local economy. 

The AASUguidline also called for the cut- 
ting of transportation and communication 
links to isolate Bengali settlements, and the 
forming of a common front with pro- 
independence rebels in the neighboring sta- 
tes of Nagaland Meghalaya. Arunachal and 
Tripura. 

Thousands of people were killed in a fierce 
anti- immigrant uprising in Tripura earlier 
this vear. The AASU also called for funds for 


the secret anti- immigrant society. 

The group appeared to campaigning in par- 
ticular against Bengali immigrants, urging a 
"boycott of Bengalis in all manners and the 
immediate dismissal and deportation of Ben- 
galis working for federal and state govern- 
ments. There should be an immediate end to 
the recruilmenlof Bengal is in the Brahmapu- 
tra Valley, a ban on Bengali movies in the 
state and all business in the state should be 
conducted only through indegenous Assam- 
ese, the group said. 

It said no Calcutta- based newspapers 
should be allowed to circulate in Assam and 
urged Assamese to make the Indian govern- 
ment understand that "Assamese are not 
alone in the world.” 


Los Angeles mulls artistic worth of Tail O’ The Pup 


LOS ANGELES, July 16 (LAT) — In this 
off-ramp city where life so often is viewed 
through a windshield, it is only natural that an 
architecture evolved to catch the eye of the 
motorist. 

There have been orange juice, stands in 
the shape of an orange, hamburger empo- 
riums molded into giant buns, a restaurant as 
a brown derby and mammoth doughnuts on 
the top of doughnut shops, among many 
others. 

One of the more venerable pop art struct- 
ure is the Tail O'The Pup, a hot dog stand 
shaped, naturally, as a huge hot dog in a roll 
coated with, of course, mustard. In recogni- 
tion of its contribution to the Los Angeles land- 
scape, the stand has been recommended by 
the city's cultural heritage board for 
historic-cultural status. The designation now 
goes to the city council for action. 

The board cited the 20 by 20-foot stucco 
stand as “one of the last remaining examples 
(in Los Angeles) of programmatic architect- 


ure" and “a remarkable piece of pop archite- 
cture.” The style also is known as "funk." 

Whatever it is called, the stand" s survival as 
a living landmark appears to be based less on 
the huge stuco hot dog and roll sculpted on a 
chickenwire frame and more on the Hoffman 
NC7 (Natural Casing. 7-inch long), all beef 
boiled and imaginatively dressed hot dogs 
served alfresco. 

About 400 of the hot dogs, along w ith 200 
hamburgers and indeterminate amounts of 
French fries, tuna salad, soda, orange drink, 
coffee and pickles, are served over the coun- 
ter daily from 10:30 in the morning to midni- 
ght, to a faithful clientele. 

“Aside from the architecture, this place is a 
part of the history of L.A. It is a people place, 
a fun place, and for that reason alone it 
should be saved," exclaims Bernard Zimme- 
rman as he munches on a No. 5 (the baseball 
special: a hot dog coated with mustard, relish 
and onions for 90 cents). 

An architect and planner with an office a 


few blocks away. Zimmerman and an associ- 
ate. Phillip Hawkins, helped draft and submit 
the application on behalf of the stand to the 
cultural heritage board. “We enthusiastically 
received it." say's Ueana Welch, coordinator 
for the board. 

The customer of longest standing is clai- 
med by Betty Tracy, who lives two blocks 
away and has been coming to the stand since 
it opened in 1946. 

“ Most of my customers are regulars." says 
Eddie Blake, the stand’s owner, as he takes 
orders over a counter cut into the stucco hot 
dog and roll. He writes the orders down in 
shorthand on a paper plate (“to go") and 
hands them to his son. Dennis who works the 
grill. 

“My customers also are creatures of habit 
They order the same thing all the time,” says 
Eddie. ‘See that guy coming. He’s going to 
order a No. 7 (a Mexicana ole — a hot dog 
with chili, grated cheese and onions, for $ 
1.10)." The man steps up to the counter and 
orders a No. 7. Eddie beams. 
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of Trident 

LONDON, July 16 (R) — Britain’s deci- 
sion ro buy the Trident strategic missile sys- 
tem from the United States will involve the 
country in its biggest single military produc- 
tion program, defense analysts said Wednes- 
day. 

Some arms industry sources said more than 
200,000 jobs could be assured by the $11.5 
billion program designed to keep Britain in 
the front ranks of nuclear powers to the year 
2020. Defense Secretary Francis Pym, mak- 
ing the announcement in Parliament Tues- 
day. said at least 70 per cent of the system’s 
cost would be spent in Britain. 

But the decision to replace Britain’s Polaris 
independent strategic deterrent with th most 
expensive option available to the Conserva- 
tive government of Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher attracted some criticism in Britsh 
newspaper Wednesday. The Times ques- 
tioned whether the country, in the throes of a 
recession which has brought severe cuts in 
civilian public spending, could afford “such a 
very superior system" The Guardian accused 
the government of “going for bust". The 
Financial Times cautioned that Trident must 
not be purchased at the expense of Britain's 
conventional forces. 

The government said Britain will spend 
$2.3 billion with Lockheed in the United 
States for 64 Trident missiles, each capable of 
canying up to eight independently-targeted 
nuclear warheads more than 4,000 nautical 
miles. The rest of the money will mostly be 
spent on British hardware and equipment, 
including four new nuclear submarines and 
the warheads themselves. 

Defense industy sources said about 50.000 
jobs would be created in shipyards in depre- 
ssed British industrial areas and 150,000 
more would go to 3bout 120 sub-contracting 
companies dealing with electronics, sub- 
marine and reactor components and other 
back-up equipment. 

The decision — the most important in 
defense terms taken by Britain since former 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan bought the 
Polaris from ex- President John F. Kennedy 
in 1962 — was expected to plunge Britain 
into a deep debate on nuclear arms. The 
opposition Labor Party has officially con- 
demned the move and left-wingers have said 
a Labor government will cancel the deal. 

Some Conservative members of Parlia- 
ment have expressed fears that Tridents’ cost 
could mean less money being available for 
Britain's conventional obligations to the 
Atlantic alliance. But the government aimed 
to head off that argument on Monday by 
announcing it was spending$3 billion on new

Ovett, 
however, sounded out a warning later in the 
season when he came within a stride of better- 
ing Coe’s time. 

Meanwhile, Edwin Moses of the United 
States, the premier 400 meter intermediate 
hurdeler, stretched his winning streak to 43 in 
final races and 51 overall, winning in a leis- 
urely 48.36 seconds. 

The Americans also had three other win- 
ners Tuesday night — MAC Wilkins in the 
discus in 217-0, BiBy Olsen in the pole vault, 
and Rod Milbum in the 1 10 meter high hur- 
dles in 13.59 seconds.

IOC ignores U.S. plea

MOSCOW, July 1 6 ( AP) — The American 
flag win be raised at the closing ceremony of 
the Olympic Games in Moscow, despite 
objections by the United States government. 

Monique Berlioux, director of the Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee (IOC), told a 
news conference Tuesday that protocol req- 
uires the raising ofthe flag of the host country 
of the next Olympic Games. The 1 984 games 
are set for Los Angeles. 

The United States government, which 
initiated the boycott that has undermined the 
Moscow games, told both the Soviet govern- 
ment and the IOC that it did not wish its 
national flag to be flown at the games. But 
Berlioux said the closing of the games is an 
IOC ceremony and has nothing to do with the 
host nation. 

In Washington, a U.S. State Department 
source, who asked not to be identified said, 
“We object to the use (ofthe American flag) 
and will be contacting the IOC again.” 

The organizing committee of the Moscow 
games, headed by its chairman Ignaty Novi- 
kov, a deputy prime minister of the Soviet 
Union, went before the IOC and reported 
that preparations for the games, opening next 
Sunday, are complete. At a press conference 
afterward Novikov was asked about the vais- 
ing of the stars and stripes. He said the United 
States had twice written to the Soviet Union 
saying it did not wish the flag to be flown at 
the games. 

Novikov commented: “In five years of 
preparation for the games, we have not in a 
single case violated the charter of the IOC. 


We wish to continue to follow it to the end. 
“This was not our decision. The objection 
was raised by the United States. But it is not 
our problem, because the closing ceremony 
belongs to the IOC.” 

Berlioux said the IOC, on the first day of its 
session, completed discussion on the Moscow 
games without mentioning the issue of the 
U.S. flag. “The Olympic Games are the pro- 
perty of the IOC and not the host country,” 
she said. “The U.S. flag win be raised at the 
closing ceremony to indicate that the next 
games are in Los Angeles.” 

Berlioux said the U.S. ambassador in Swit- 
zerland. where the IOC has its headquarters, 
had also expressed objections to the flag 
being raised. “The ambassador stopped the 
correspondence,” she said. “I did not receive 
a reply to my last letter.” 

Novikov said the Soviet Union will send 
athletes to the 1984 games in Los Angeles if 
invited to do so. “We want to be present at 
Los Angeles, and we shall try to be present* 
not like the Americans,” Novikov said. “But 
time can change a great deal. We would like 
to think there will be good mutual under- 
standing, over what has happened, and it will 
be a pleasure for us to participate if we are 
invited." 

Five candidates emerged for Tuesdays 
election a new president of the IOC to suc- 
ceed Lord Kihanin, who is ending his eight- 
year term. The five are Juan Antonio Sama- 
ranch of Spain, James Worrall of Canada* 
Lance Cross of new Zealand, Willi Daume of 
West Germany and Marc Hodkr of Switzer- 
land.

The waning by Crown Prince Fahd to the Arab world 
T uesday was opportune: The state of disunity among the Arab 
countries must not be permitted to last. The enemy is facing 
the lArab world with a challenge of a magnitude comparable to 
that in 1948, a fact which does not seem to have sunk in as yet. 
Arab dissensions have to be eliminated, since they have reac- 
hed a' stage whichTnakes any effective stand an impossibility. 

The Israelis have chosen this moment to escalate their 
threat to Jerusalem and the occupied territories, secure in the 
knowledge that the Arab side will have no answer except in 
words. Israel's Prime Minister Begin declared with his custo- 
mery brutality that the Islamic flags will not be raised in 
Jerusalem except in the events of the Islamic countries recog- 
nizing its final occupation by Israel and having their embassies 
there. 

Begin’ s bragging comes within the context of a fully-fledged 
Israeli plan to absorb the occupied territories as a whole. The 
Israeli government is pressing with its intention of moving the 
office of the prime minister to Jerusalem; and is banning all 
forms of protest, however peaceful in the area. Settlement 
building and extension is continuing, with Arab lands being 
appropriated for the purpose, and with Arab towns increas- 
ingly ringed with settlements. 

Externally, the Israelis are playing their most destructive 
card to the full. They have the means, through the renegade 
Lebanese Major Saad Haddad and bis Israeli supplied militia, 
to escalate the conflict in South Lebanon, which they will then 
use as a card in any international negotiations. The Zionist are 
also mounting a propaganda campaign of increasing ferocity 
in the West, whose aim is to reverse the gains made there by 
the cause of the Palestinians. 

Against all this, the Arab stand is still far from solid. The last 
meeting of the ministers of economy and finance of the Arab 
world did not make a great deal of difference. Nor will a great 
deal emerge from the Arab summit next November unless 
intense efforts to work out an agreed policy are made prior to 
it, so that the meeting itself does not get bogged in details of 
what has to be done, when not spending valuable time on 
inter- Arab differences. 

Prince Fahd was right when he gave priority to this task, 
declaring that it will be his main preoccupation from now until 
the November summit convenes. The prince will undertake a 
series of meeting in many capitals toward this end; and much 
will depend on his success. 



American media campaigning

CAIRO — 

As Rep. John B. Anderson, R-D1., was about to 
leave Israel for Egypt the other day, he stood at the 
door of his chartered jet and executed a slow stage 
wave and a big smile in the direction of the tarmac 
below. 

To the television cameras filming his departure it 
looked as if the independent U.S. presidential can- 
didate was acknowledging a farewell from Israelis 
who came to Lod Airport to see him off. In reality, 
no Israelis had come, and nobody was down on the 
tarmac for Anderson to wave to except a few tech- 
nicians, several policemen and a crew of traveling 
reporters, most of whom already were climbingiiira - 
the plane through the back entrance. 

The incident may not have been extraordinaiy.in . 
American media compaigning. But there in Israel, 
it seemed to symbolize what some Egyptians and 
Israelis found questionable about Anderson's new 
idea of exporting full-blown American presidential 
campaign to the Middle Est. 

Wherever he went in Israel and Egypt, Anderson 
was operating on two levels, intended or not, just as 
he did in the contrived airport departure tableau. 

On one level — the one his media advisers wor- 
ried about, and which some of them died as the 
main reason for the trip — Anderson was posing for 
U.S. television against the scenery of high diplo- 
macy in the Middle East At another, however, he 
was mixing his campaign into the serious business of 
trying to keep the Palestinian autonomy negotia- 
tions between Egypt and Israel alive and, ulti- 
mately, to prevenr another Arab- Israeli war. 

In Jerusalem, this produced cynical observations 
that the candidate was just politicking abroad for an 
exotic backdrop. It was hard for Israelis to resent it, 
because Anderson's positions on Middle East issues 
coincided nearly perfectly with those of Prime 
Minister Menahem Begins government. 

In Egypt, however. Foreign Ministry officials 
expressed private distress at what Anderson was 
saying. Reflecting their irritation, the Cairo press 
' fulminated against Anderson's views and the fact 
that he should come to the Middle East to voice 
them for what editorial writers concluded were 
purely electoral reasons. 

“An amateur should not bungle where experts ■ 
have already burned their fingers. If getting into the 
White House is that important. Rep. Anderson 
would be wiser to confine himself to the hustings at 
home and not meddle in areas where he may cause 
great harm to America’s intersets." the English- 
language Egyptian Mail wrote. 

"Why is Anderson doing this?" asked one outra- 
ged Egyptian journalist angry that President Anwar 
Sadat received the candidate despite his pro- Israeli 
declarations. “And why does Sadat see him? It is a 
disgrace." 


King Hussein of Jordan and Mayor Elias Freij of 
Bethlehem, both told Anderson they did not want 
to see him. The candidate's aides found good rea- 
sons why — Hussein was hosting an Arab League 
foreign and economic ministers conference mat 
Fxeij also was attending. But Freij said out loud that 
he refused a request for a meeting because of Ande- 
rson* s pro- Israeli campaign statements on Jerusa- 
lem and West Bank settlements. Observers were 
told that Hussein found himself too busy for the 
same reason. 

In Cairo, reporters trying to pin Anderson down 
on his Jerusalem stand asked whether he believed 
Palestinian residents of East Jerusalem should vote 
in the elections that Israeli. American and Egyptian 
negotiators are trying to organize ioF the West 
Bank. This is an explosive'issuein the talks because 
it revolves around question of Israeli sovereignty 
over the part of Jerusalem captured from Jordan in 
the 1967 war. 

Anderson replied that he found merit in a sugges- 
tion that they vote with "absentee ballots," an idea 
he said he got from special U.S. Middle East negot- 
iator Sol Linowitz back in Washington. Within 
minutes, his aides were urging correspondents to 
treat the declaration with “discretion." apparently 


fearing that Anderson could be accused of revealing 
a secret Linowitz stand La the talks. 

Actually, according to diplomats familiar with 
the negotiations, the absentee ballot idea dates 
from last year when President Cartel's campaign 
manager, Robert Strauss, was special Middle East 
envoy. It was never identified as a U.S. proposal, 
however, and the sources said it could embarrass 
Linowitz with the Egyptians and Israelis if it were 
made public as a U.S. suggestion favored by him. 

Anderson said in the same conversation with 
U.S. correspondents that as a former foreign service 
officer he recognized the need for care in his state- 
ments on the delicate issues separating Israel from 
Egypt and both nations from the rest of t he Ara ti 

“I think there is a special obligation to some 
circumspection as to what you have to say," he 
declared. 

Outsiders more accustomed to the Middle East 
than the election trail concluded, however, that an 
American presidential campaign — even a circum- 
spect one — is difficult to export to an area where 
diplomats and their governments are still aiguing 
over the campaign issues in an effort to prevent 
them from becoming battle cries again. — (WP)

Crackdown on professors

BELGRADE — 

Yugoslav authorities have made a surprise move 
against the seven Belgrade professors sacked for 
their association with the banned magarine JYaxis, 
amid ominous signs of a swing to hard-line Stalinist 
policies in Serbia in the post-Tito era. 

Amendments to a university law just pushed 
through the Serbian Parliament will mean that, 
unless the seven give in over their dismissal from 
Belgrade University's faculty of philosophy, they 
will lose all employee rights. 

The deadline is six months from now. In that time 
they must find other work or lose their reduced 
salaries, as well as health insurance and some pen- 
sion rights. 

‘They are trying to break and humiliate us,’ one 
of the seven said last week. * We shall stay together. 
We shall continue to resist. There is no discussion in 
Yugoslavia, no dialogue, no struggle of opinion. 
Yugoslavia is a dead sea.' 

The sackings in 1975 came after a seven-year 
running battle between the authorities and the intel- 
lectuals and students. At the same time, Praxis, an 
outspoken Marxist philosophical journal, was 
finally suppressed. 

In the new year the magazine win be resurrected 


. in a international edition, published by Blackwells 
in England. Thirty-five prominent philosophers 
and sociologists from Britian, France, Germany, 
Scandinavia, Latin America and Africa win be on 
the editorial board. 

The move against the Praxis philosophers coin- 
cided with other events indicating a shift to hard- 
line policies. Last week the Belgrade newspaper 
PoMka published a bitter attack on Milovan Diilas, 
the former Vice-President and Yogoslavia's best- 
known dissident - 

The question of what to do with D jflas is believed 
to have come up at the Party Central : Committee, 
with former Secretary Stane Dolanc even advocat- 
ing that be be jailed, according to some sources. 

. Another signs of a return to hard-line policies 
was the seven-year jap sentence on the young Belg- 
rade architect, Momcilo Selic, two weeks before the 
death of Tito. The sentence was for writing and 
circulating a 12-page document criticbribg Tito. 

Some observers suggest that three Serbian polio- 
cans — Dragoslav Markovic, Peter Stambolic and 
Dobrivoje Vi die — are behind recent events. 
Others in the Serbian leadership are known not to 
support the moves: the amendments to rite univer- 
sity law were removed from the original legislation 
during discussion. (OFNS) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Newspapers Wednesday led with reports on 
Crown Prince Fahd" s proposed visits to some Arab 
capitals in an attempt to unify Arab ranks. They 
highlighted the crown prince’s interview with the 
Lebanese daily Al Sahar, in which he said that 
Saudi Arabia would continue to insist on the tetum 
of Jerusalem to Arab sovereignty. In a lead story, Al 
Riyadh reported that Israeli authorities were inten- 
sifying the push to build more Jewish settlements. 

On its front page, Okaz reported Iran's charge 
against United States of plotting a fresh coup in the 
country. Also highlighted was Kuwait's renewed 
rejection of the U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242, saying it does not guarantee a just and com- 
prehensive settlement. Aljadrah gave front-page 
play to the Arab boycott of Mrs. Jihan Sadat's 
speech at the World Conference of Women in 
Copenhagen. Al Riyadh reported violent fighting in 
South Lebanon between the joint Lebanese- 
Palestinian forces and the breakaway militia of 
insurgent Saad Haddad which is being supported by 
Israel. In an extensive page one story, Al Medina 
focussed on the Muslim World League’s condemna- 
tion of Iranian spiritual leader Ayatollah Kho- 
meini's statement on the expected Mehdi. 

Newspaper editorials generally concentrated oij 
the apparent hostile campaign by foreign media 
against Saudi Arabia. A befitting reply editorials 
said, could be provided only through deeds, which 
would expose the enemies to the world. Saudi 
Arabia’s development and progress also received 


mention in the editorials, which reaffirmed that the 
Kingdom would continue to march ahead adhering 
to its principles and Islamic law. They also urged the 
political parties and the militia in Lebanon to strive 
to eliminate tension among themselves for the good 
of the country. 

Commenting on the foreign medial Al Jadrah 
said that enemies have tried to exploit Saudi 
Arabia's calm nature, although they are very well 
aware of this country’s unprecedented develop- 
ment. The paper highlighted Crown Prince Fahtfs 
rece nt state ment that if Saudi Arabia starts off from 
a firm and solid base, there should be no fear from 
anyone. He had also stressed that citizens must be 
acquainted with the country' s achievements to keep 
them aware of various developments. The paper 
endorsed the views of the crown prince and said that 
it is only through Saudi work that citizens can gWe 
an appropriate reply. 

Okaz, also commenting on the crown prince’s 
address to this week's meeting of the Council of 
Ministers, explained that the country’s leadership 
will remain committed to its responsibilities toward 
the Arab and Islamic society, and the international 
community. In the area of development, Saudi 
Arabia has striven hard to meet the requirements of 
its people, said the paper. 

In an editorial on Saudi Arabia's role at the inter- 
national level. Al Bilad noted that the countty has 
earned respect from the world community, since H 
has always remained committed to its pledges, dig- 


nity and principles. It is only beccause of this that 
the Kingdom has bothered with the malicious cam- 
paigns of the foreign press. The paper endorsed the 
crown prince's assertion that the country will con- 
tinue to progress on the firm bases of its faith and 
morality. 

Al Medina devoted its editorial to the Kingdom’s 
firm attachment to the Islamic way of life, saying it 
has ignored the din of campaigns against it by the 
Zionists, the Communists and the colonialists. 
While enemies are trying to create doubt about the 
Islamic way of life, Saudi Arabia and its people are 
building a society of justice and cooperating with 
others on the basis of equality and mutual respect, 
said the paper. It endorsed the crown prince’s 
statement that the responsibility lies on each and 
every individual of the country to keep it cm the 
path of progress and development. 

Commenting on the Lebanese situation, Al 
Riyadh said the move of the Palestinian resistance to 
close its offices in Beirut and elsewhere is another 
step in the restoration of normalcy in the country. 
This attitude shows the PLO's desire to bring the 
resistance forces together so they can successfully 
confront any attack from outside. Under the pres- 
ent circumstances, other groups in Lebanon must 
try to feliminate tension among themselves, said the 
paper, adding that the PLO's step might encourage 
these parties to unify their ranks and prepare 
strategy to achieve the desired goals.

Resistance to the South African war effort is 
growing among white middle- dass families whose 
sons are dying the front line of the escalating milit- 
ary raids into Angola. 

Publicati o n of the latest list of dead — many of 
“them teenage musenpts — following anotfor 
attack on SWAPO guerrilla bases, has rninr-hfe fl 
this time with the twice-yeady registration of 16- 
year-olds for call-up in two years' time. 

Last week, while the militaxy command was issu- 
ing communiques which talked in glowing terms of 
its latest Angola foray, the official casualty list 
underlined what is for many in the English- 
speaking community the unacceptable face of 
South African militarism. 

According to the High Command, 17 ww died. 
Though names and totals of non-fatal casualties are 
never issued, it is estimated that three times that 
number were wounded. 

Angola and the SWAPO leaders have always 
mai n t a i n ed that South Africa never reveals its true 
troop losses. It is said that casualties are often disg- 
uised as accidents and there have been cases where 
deaths in the field* have been discovered had 
never been publicly admitted. 

Even if the official figures are correct, the past 10 
weeks have taken the heaviest toll of South African 
troops in the 14 years of bush war on the Namibia 
border. More t h an 50 men have died, bringing the 
the total of deaths in the ‘operational zone 1 to 8l 
this year with wounded estimated to be about 250. 

These losses do not bear comparison with South 
African military command figures for nearly 900 
SWAPO deaths in the same period. But while on an 
operational level the South Africans can claim the 
upper hand, the psychological impact of the casu- 
alty lists is haring a depressing effect on the white 
community. 

Only whites are -conscripted into the Defense 
Force, though there are volunteer Colored (mixed 
race) and ‘ethnic 1 African battalions.

Bulgarians obedient to Communists

SOFIA. Bulgaria, (LAT) — A yellow brick 
road in the heart of this Communist capital 
passes the mausoleum of Georgi Dimitrov, 
the founding father of the People's Repub- 
lic of Bulgaria. 

Though smaller and boilt of different 
material, the mausoleum is a virtual copy of 
Vladimir I. Lenin's tomb in .Moscow. And 
like Lenin’s body, the body of Bulgaria's 
first Communist state leader lies embalmed 
under glass, on public display. 

This similarity in the most important shr- 
ines of Bulgaria and the Soviet Union is 
indicative of the relations between the 
world s largest communist power and one of 
its smallest allies. 


For Bulgaria is. the Soviet Union’s most 
obedient partner, a fact that is reflected in 
the attitude of the people and in countless 
other ways, ranging from the similarity in 
the two mausoleums to the cryiliic alphabet 
that Bulgaria shares with the Soviet Union. 
In some ways, Sofia seems like a provincial 
Russian capital. 

“It' s a wonder they haven't changed the 
name of the capital to something more prol- 
etarian or Soviet,” a Westerner here said, in 
reference to the city’s name, which was 
taken from an ancient church established in 
honor of Saint Sophia. 

In part, the relationship is rooted in what 
is seen as the Bulgarians’ genuine affection 
for the Russians, who in the 1870s helped 


free them from 500 years of Turkish rule 
and in 1944 liberated them from German 
occupation. 

And it is due in part to what one source 
here called the “basic Bulgarian character'' 
that was formed by their former Turkish 
masters. "They are great survivors,” this 
source said. “ Under the Turks they gradu- 
ally acquired great skill in going with the 
tide, maneuvering, getting by and manag- 
ing.. ..these qualities are still very much alive 
today. And even today, shortcomings in the 
country are blamed on the Turkish occupa- 
tion” 

“If there are any dissidents, they are so 
far underground that no one can find 
them” one source said. 



an introduction of the Trust and the annual 
report for 1979-80. 

While introducing the trust, Sarwar said 
the trust has been trying to make Muslim 
children aware of their distinctive identity 
and their responsibilities in a non- Muslim 
society within its limited resources.

Sarwar said the trust 
has 27 teachers who visited 57 secondary and 
primary schools, three weekend schools and 
seven evening schools in ll cities of Great 
Britain. The teachers reach about 2. 1 00 Mus- 
lim children. Sarwar said the trust organized 
annual examinations each year and yearly 
prize distribution functions. 


He also informed his audience that the 
Trust would publish its syllabus and guideli- 
nes for teachers during July. He said that a 
textbook covering the topics of the syllabus 
would be published by September. 

Ten boy’s and 1 0 girls spoke at the function 
on various aspects of Islam. After the speec- 
hes and presentations by pupils, Al-Turki dis- 
tributed prizes to 99 boys and girls who 
secured positions in the annual examination 
conducted by the trust in 20 secondary 
schools in London. The function ended with 
light refreshments.

Japan cars set 
record inU.S 

TOKYO, July 16 (AFP) — Japanese 
motor-car manufacturers, led by Toyota and 
Nissan, exported a record 1 ,246,200 vehicles 
to the United States in the first half of this 
year, 32 percent more than in the correspon- 
ding period of 1979, trade sources reported 
today. 

They said that the sharp increase in Japan- 
ese car shipments to the American market 
reflected brisk demand for Japan-made com- 
pact cars during the period under review. But 
they also expressed fears that this could fuel 
an American campaign for import quotas, 
higher tariffs and other barriers against Japa- 
nese sales. 

They added that Japanese car sales in the 
United States in the latter half of this year 
would not increase significantly compared 
with a year ago. According to the sources, 
Toyota car exports to this country rose by 
25,7 per cent to 372,1 14 and Nissan (Datsun) 
car exports jumped by 63.7 per cent at

Japan hunts sea bed nodules

TOKYO, July 16 — Japan’s efforts to exp- 
lore the seabed are taking on a new look with 
the launching of a ship specially designed to 
prospect the oceans for their mineral wealth. 
The sunken treasure the ship will search for is 
manganese nodules, a booty as valuable as 
any ever sought by pirates. 

Large nodules of manganese are known to 
be lyi ng on the seabed at depths ranging from 
three thousand meters to as much as six thou- 
sand meters. Apart from manganese these 
nodules contain over a dozen other useful 
metals, including nickel, copper and cobalt. 
As a result of surveys, it is estimated that the 
seabed of the Pacific Ocean has the greatest 
volume of manganese nodules in the world: 
Some 1.7 trill ion tons. 

From these nodules 16 billion tons of nic- 
kel, 9 billion tons of copper, 6 billion tons of 
cobalt, 400 billion tons of manganese and 
many other useful minerals could become

available. When compared with the known 
resources on land, the sea-bed supplies seem 
unlimited. Moreover, there are signs that the 
world’s reserves of such non-ferrous metals 
on land are steadily being depleted and could 
soon be exhausted. 

In addition, countries which have such 
metals are inclined to restrict supplies or are 
demanding steadily increasing prices. Thus, it 
has become extremely difficult to be assured 
of a stable supply of such metals and minerals 
at steady prices. 

To prevent a vicious, costly war among 
countries racing to lay claim to such mangan- 
ese nodules, an international agency is to be 
established by 1988 to control the exploita- 
tion of these underwater riches. Such an age- 
ncy has been provided for by the interna- 
tional treaty of the law of the sea. The agency 
will make regulations for under sea prospect- 
ing and allocate areas of operation for differ- 
ent countries involved in exploration work. 

But Japan, though almost completely 
dependent on imports for non-ferrous met- 
als, has been very slow in underwater prospe- 
cting in the past. But with the support and 
encouragement of the government’s Agency 
of Natural Resources and Energy, the Japan- 
ese began to carry out surveys in 1975. 

Merrill-Lynch earnings

NEW YORK, July 16 — Record breaking 
revenues and earnings for the second quarter 
and first half of 1980 were reported Tuesday 
by Merrill Lynch. At the same time, Merrill 
Lynch raised the quarterly dividend to 28 
cents a share from 24 cents. The announce- 
ment was made by Donald T. Regan, chair- 
man of the board, and Roger E. Birk, the 
president of the financial services company. 

Merrill Lynch’s total revenues for the 
second quarter rose 55.2 per cent to 764.7 
million, the highest for any quarter in the 
company's history, compared with 492.8 mil- 
lion for the similar quarter of 1979. Second 
quarter net earnings squared more than 106 
per cent to a record high of 65.8 mfflion or 1.8 
per common share, from 31.9 million, or 87 
cents per share, for the same quarter a year 
ago.

Portland, a city long regarded as one of the 
nation’s most livable, today is experiencing 
its first pangs of civic self-doubt. And other 
northwest cities are wondering how to dust 
off their images without calling unwelcome 
attention to the fact that it needs doing in the 
first place. 

The northwest's doubt is not of its con- 
1 tinued desirability but of the image presented 
to a world it used to treat with mild stand- 
offishness. And it is doubt about an economic 
future that it always assumed could be had at 
■the crook of a finger. 

“We do have a great deal of geographical 
chauvinism here in Portland and all over the 
northwest,” said Robert D. Scanlan, vice

The outcome of many 
contracts depends on how the 
defenders’ 26 cards are 
divided. Naturally, in such 
hands, declarer should shape 
his play so as to give himself 
the best mathematical chance 
for the contract. ' 

Here isa typical case. The 
opening lead is a spade and 
three rounds of the suit are 
played. South ruffing the 
third. Declarer cashes the K-Q 
of trumps and the question is 
what to do next. 


If he leads a low diamond to 
the jack and the finesse 
succeeds. South makes the 
contract without further ado. 
However, the finesse offers 
only s 50 percent chance of 
success and, if it loses, the 
contract will almost surely 
founder with it East returns a 
diam ond and South lata* loses 
a dub. 

Declarer should not adopt 
this method of play. Instead, 
he should plot a different 
course that raises his chances 
well beyond the 50-50 level. 
The line of play that stands out 
a mile lies in cashing the A-K 
of dubs and playing a third 
round of the suit. One 
possibility is that East will win 
the third dub, in which case 
South can claim the rest of the 
tricks, since East will be 
completly hors de combat. 

If West wins the third dub, 
as in the actual hand, he must 
yield a ruff and discard or 
return a diamond — and if he 
has either the queen or ten of 
diamonds the contract is ice- 
cold. 

If West has the queen, he is 
automatically dead. If he has 
the ten and leads it, covering 
with the jack eliminates the 
diamond loser, while if he 
plays a low diamond away 
from the ten, declarer simply 
follows low from dummy to 
trap East’s queen.

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Coup conspirators soug ht 

Iran seals borders 


TEHRAN, July 16 (Agencies) — Iran's 
land, sea and air borders will be closed for the 
next 48 hours in an effort to track down con- 
spirators in the abortive plot against the gov- 
ernment, the official Pars news agency said 
Wednesday. 

The agency quoted an informed source in 
the office of the president as saying the previ- 
ously announced one- week closure of the 
frontiers had been reduced to 48 hours by 
decision of the Revolutionary Council. 

Shah undergoes 
thigh operation 

CAIRO, July 16 (Agencies) — The 
deposed Shah of Iran underwent surgery 
Tuesday night to deal with an abscess on his 
right thigh, Al Akhbar newspaper reported 
here Wednesday. 

According to the press here, a team of doc- 
tors treating the deposed monarch said the 
patient’s temperature — which was 39 
degrees centigrade — would gradually drop 
when the abscess was emptied. 

Al Akram said monitoring systems were 
brought back to the intensive care unit oppo- 
site the Shah's suite, and a state of emergency- 
had been declared with doctors keeping a 
24-hour vigil by his side. 

The ex-monarch was admitted to Maadi 
Military hospital June 27 with a high fever 
and chest pains. Three days later he was 
operated on to drain 1.5 liters of infected 
fluids that had filtered upwards through his 
lungs and hindered his breathing. 


President Aboihassan Bani-Sadr said the 
trials of some of the conspirators would start 
either Wednesday or Thursday Pars 
reported. The president said the plotters 
would be dealt with decisively. Pars said. 

In London, both Iran Air and British Air- 
ways, the only airlines flying between Lon- 
don and Tehran, said they had not been 
advised of the border closing and had can- 
celed no flights. Officials said one Iran Air 
flight left for Tehran on Tuesday morning. 

Any lengthy closing of all points for enter- 
ing and exiting Iran presumably could cause 
severe economic hardship in a country 
already burdened by Western economic sanc- 
tions. The Iranians need a steady flow of food 
imports and depend on their oil exports for 
revenue. 

The government announced l3te last week 
that it had crushed a military plot to over- 
throw Ayatollah Khomeini's regime. By 
Sunday, the official media said, some 500 
people, many of them military men. had been 
arrested in the alleged conspiracy. 

Iranian authorities said the coup plan cal- 
led for flying warplanes to Tehran and other 
centers and bombing a number of key targets, 
including Khomeini's house. 

On Sunday, two Iranian air force lieuten- 
ants, possibly stragglers from the coup 
attempt flew a helicopter to Turkey and 
asked for political asylum. 

Members of the Iranian revolutionary 
regime variously blamed the United States, 
Iraq, Israel and the Soviet Union for inspiring 
the plot, either alone or in union. The con- 
spirators were described as agents of the 
ex-Shah, or mercenaries of Iraq. 


PLO ties alleged 


Carter threat suspect held 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 16 (AP) — A 
man sought by the U.S. Secret Service for 
tteeatenjg^tpjdjl PresdenUimmy Carter — 
and whose Texas apartment contained a 
cache of rifiesand pistols — has been arrested 
in San Jose, federal agents said Tuesday. 

Majed Ahmad Khamis was taken into cus- 
tody without a struggle Monday at a friends 
home by Secret Service agents and San Jose 
police, authorities said. One federal agent 
said he may be a Jordanian citizen. 

U.S. magistrate F. Steele Langford set 
Khamis' bail at $1 million and scheduled 
another hearing July 24 to determine when 
he would be taken back to Dallas, Texas. 
However, a short time later Khamis waived a 
removal hearing and agreed to be returned to 
Texas to face the federal charge. 

His attorney, assistant federal public 
defender Harry HeDerstein, told the magis- 
trate that Khamis said he “ is not guilty of the 
charge (threatening the life of the president), 
has been falsely accused and is willing to go 
back to Texas and contest the charges.” Hel- 
lerstein also said outside of court that Khamis 
related he had “and has no affiliation with the 
Palestine Liberation Organization.” 

Khamis allegedly made an oral threat 
against the president June 29 in Dallas in 
front of witnesses, one of whom reported the 
incident to federal officers, the Secret Service 
said. Agents said a variety of weapons were 
seized in his Irving, Texas, apartment Some 
PLO propaganda was also found, agents said. 
Khamis had been staying in the apartment 
with four other persons who identified them- 
selves to authorities as Jordanian nationals, 
agents said.

The Secret Service said Khamis told wit- 
nesses he was a captain in the PLO and had 
committed 100 murders, including the slay- 
ings in Irving, Texas, of two Lebanese stu- 
dents, aged 18 and 20, who were “causing 
trougle for the PLO.” Two Lebanese students 
were found dead in Irving in October 1978. 
But Hellerstein said Khamis told him he had 
no connection with the Irving shootings. 

Khamis told witnesses the order to kill the 
president would come from the PLO, the 
Secret Service said. He showed witnesses a 
poster of Carter with a bullseye drawn on the 
face and said he practiced throwing knives at 
the poster, the Secret Service said. Khamis 
told the magistrate he was unemployed and 
had worked at a gas station within the past 1 2 
months. 


‘Kim’ Philby still in spy business 


MOSCOW. July I fn ( R) — Harold “ Ki n" 
Philby, the Soviet spy who ca ne close to the 
top of British intelligence in the 1940‘s and 
escaped to Moscow in 1963, is still on active 
duty, the govern. nent ncwspapcr/cw/uz said 
Wednesday. 

Hie .-wre.nJin organ also revealed that the

WASHINGTON, July 16 (R) — A U.S. 
grand jury has charged a sixth congressman 
with conspiring to receive bribes in return for 
a promise to introduce legislation. The jury 
accused Congressman Richard Kelly of 
Florida of conspiring with two men to receive 
$250,000 from an undercover agent of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

During an investigation into political cor- 
ruption FBI agents posed as Arab sheikhs 
and businessmen seeking to buy influence in 
Congress. Kelly has admitted publicly that he 
took $25,000 from an undercover agent, but 
he said he was conducting his own investiga- 
tion of what he thought were shady charac- 
ters.

I fy Secret War, detailing his long 
career as a Soviet agent, a Russian version of 
which the newspaper reported has just been 
published in vloscow. 

rhe review said the spy. who in recent 
years has occasionally been seen in vloscow 
by British journalists who knew him as a cor- 
respondent in the Middle East, “Is as before 
at his fighting post," but it gave no details of 
his work. 

Describing him as “a wonderful human 
being." it also said he was working on a sec- 
ond book but did not reveal the subject. 

In brief chance meetings with foreigners in 
Moscow, Philby has indicated he is working 
as an adviser for the -\GB committee of SLate 
security, which apart fro n its internal police 
role is responsible for intelligence gathering 
abroad.

Unified Republicans back Reagan 


DETROIT. Michigan July 16 (Agencies) 
— Ronald Reagan Wednesday night was to 
become the 1 980 presidential nominee of the 
Republican Party, backed by forces ranging 
from the ultra- right to ex- President Gerald 
Ford and former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. 

Reagan, the conservative former Califor- 
nia governor and film star, was a sure-bet to 
win the Republican nomination when the 
party conducted a late-night roll call of dele- 
gates from the 50 U.S. states at its presiden- 
tial convention. The choice oTReagan to lead 
the fight against President Jimmy Carter and 
the Democrats has been a forgone conclusion 
since he eliminated his last rival for the nomi- 
nation two months ago. 

The only question remaining was his choice 
of a vice presidential running mate. Reagan, 
on the eve of his nomination, insisted he still 
had not made up his inind. 

Speculation ranged over the entire political 
spectrum. Some political expens were bet- 
ting he would pick a moderate like former 
LEV. Ambassador George Bush in a move to 
attract the middle-road vote, while others 
predicted he would choose a like-minded 
conservative like Congressman Jack Kemp. 

The convention was even swept by rumors 
that Reagan was still try ing to persuade Ford 
to join him ticket" of potent voter appeal. 
The candidate denied he had done any such 
thing. Reagan might keep the public guessing 
as to his choice until Thursday, when the 
convention concludes with his acceptance 
speech. Whatever his choice, the Republican

who is 67, is said by some observers to be 
Ronald Reagan's vice-presidential choice. 

team will run on a hard-line conservative 
platform and with the benefit of a party 
unified and in fighting trim. 

On the eve of the nomination roll-call, the 
convention approved by acclamation a plat- 
form carefully crafted by conservatives who 
form the core of the Reagan court. It calls for 
a huge build-up of military forces to achieve 
“military security" against the Russians; 
repudiation of the pending SALT II nudear 


arms treaty: and reduction of the power of 
the federal government in all areas of Ameri- 
can life. 

Final proof of the conservatives' domi- 
nance came Tuesday night as rhe convention 
brushed aride attempts by liberals to chal- 
lenge an anti-abortion platform provision 
and to strengthen the party's stand on human 
rights. 

The evening’s session also provided strik- 
ing evidence of the mood now prevailing 
among Republicans. Speakers indlided Kis- 
singer. viewed as a liberal elitist by' right- 
wingers but greeted warmly Tuesday night; 
black civil rights leader Benjamin Hooks, 
pleading the cause of racial minorities; and 
Senator Barry GoUlwater, the last presiden- 
tial nominee of the Republican right in 1964. 
Goldwater's appearance provoked several 
minutes of cheering and applause, the wildest 
ovation granted anyone yet to appear at the 
two-day-old convention. 

Party leaders had feared, the crowd might 
boo Kissinger, but it applauded him instead 
and the architect of U.S.-Soviet detente deli- 
vered an endorsement of Reagan in return. 

“It is not political oratoiy to assert that 
another four years like the last four will inake 
disaster irretrievable.” he said. “We have 
now turnej to Ronald Reagan as the trustee 
of our hopes." 

In a scathing attack on Carter’s foreign 
policies, Kissinger said, “ The world is in tuiv 
iDoil because America" has lost its compass 
course. If you do not knqw where you are 
going, every road will get you there."

We talked television and I mentioned a 
certain serial from the United States con- 
cerning the lives (interlocking, you might 
say) of four well-to-do American families. 
My question was, how representative waj 
the series of real life in the States — and ic 
such countries for which the States are the 
wave of the future. 

His considered answer was that, give or 
take an overdone scene or two, it was not 
unrepresentative . (He meant it was repre- 
sentative. But that is how the English, in 
their peculiar way, put things.) Well then, 
I answered, where did this leave all this 
business of your ways and our ways, for 
those four families are most certainly up 
the proverbial waterway.

Huishen beat Columbus to America , Chinese maintain 


PEKING. July 16 fLAT) — Look out. 
Columbus. Stand aside. Leif Ericson. The 
Chinese, already acknowledged as the people 
who indented gunpowder, paper and 
spahgeui, are pressing their claim that they 
were also the first to discover America, many 
centuries before the Vikings for Christopher 
Columbus set sail for the new world. 

China’s claim is laid out in the August issue 
of China Reconstructs, official English-

language magazine distributed by the Com- 
munist Chinese government to improve its 
image abroad. The article, written by Chinese 
historian Fang Zhongpu and illustrated bv 
sketches of ancient Chinese-style anchors 
found off southern California's Palos Verdes 
Peninsula four years ago, suggests that the' 
Europeans were pretty much Johny-come- 
latelys. Fang nominates as the first explorer 
of the American continent an obscure Bud- 
dhist monk named Huishen who sailed off to 
spread the Buddhist gospel in the year 452 
and returned in 499 with an astonishing tale 
of 7,000- mile voyage to a land called Fusang. 
That was 500 years before the VikingS sailed 
to North America and a thousand years 
before the landing of Columbus. 

The description of Huishen* s voyage 
comes from a 56- volume history of the Liang 
dynasty, written in the year 600, that has 
always tantaiizeJ historians. There are some 
doubts about Huishen s trustworthiness — 
bis contemporaries did not entirely believe 
him — ' but Fang says most modern Chinese 
scholars now are convinced that Fusang, the 
country discovered by Chinese Buddhists, 
was actually Mexico. ’ 

Fang rests his case on the detailed descrip- 
tions of marriage customs, crime and slavery 
that Huishen brought back from Fusang, 
which tally almost exactly with what has been 
learned about 5th-centruy Mexican society. 
Furthermore, the Fusang tree, the sacred tree 
for which Huishen said the local peopleof that 
era named the country, appears to be the 
cactus-Jike agave common throughout Mex- 
ico. 

The Fusang tree. Huishen told his fellow 
Chinese, “grows abundantly there...the buds 
are like bamboo shoots and the people eat 
them. The fruit is pear-shaped but red in 
color. From the bark, cloth and garments are 
made. Houses arc built of this tree.. .records 


are inscribed on material made from the bark 
of the Fusang tree." 

As for whether ancient Chinese ships were 
capable of trans-Padfic voyages. China led 
the andenr world in navigation,” he writes. 

“As early as the 4th centuiy B.C. her ships 
plied the heighboring seas.. .and entered tbe 
Pacific beyond...in the 1 st century A.D., the 
Chinese already knew how to use the stem- 
post rudder to keep ships on course. In the 
3rd century, Chinese sailors were able to cal- 
culate sailing seeds and the length of voyages. 
In the 5th century there were frequent sea- 
borne exchanges of envoys between China 
and other countries. ~ 


Metric promo issued 

WASHINGTON. July 16 (AP) — The 
. U.S. government has put out a 43-page direc 1 
toiy explaining the virtues of the metric sys- 
tem in hopes of convincing Americans to 
switch from inches and pounds to "meters and 
grams. 

Americans for the most part hold firmly to 
the traditional British system of inches, 
pounds, gallons and the Fahrenheit scale of 
temperature. 

Louis Polk, chairman of the U.S. Metric 
Board* the agency chat published the booklet, 
said in the directory’s introduction thai 
Americans have to understand metric terms 
in order to reach “ an intelligent, enlightened 
decision” on whether to endorse tbe metric 
system. The General Accounting Office, an 
agency of the U.S. Congress, has issued a 
report saying that national policy is not to 
prefer one system over another — though 
many Americans mistakenly think rhar a 
change is legally required. 

.Dr, Malcolm. O’ Hagan, the. executive 
director of the board, predicted last, month 
that oy the end of 1982 more than half the 
gasoline stations in the United States will be 
selling fuel* by the liter. 


South London garbage-picker leaves $ 400,000 


LONDON, July 16 (AP) - william 
Lewis, a shabby recluse who used to rifle the 
garbage cans in his street in South London, 
left 5433.700 in his will. He was 78 when he 
died last April. 

Eileen Brancaccio. one of Lewis’s neigh- 
bors. was stunned by the win. in which Lewis 


left his fortune to his brother George, with 
whom he lived. “He was more like a tramp 
you could find under Waterloo Bridge and he 
would poke into people’s rubbish with his 
stick” she said. “ He used to be a farm laborer 
and workerd on at least one sheep farm in 
Wales." 
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
